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Figs. 13 and 14 are schematic views illustrating an ACL 
reconstruction procedure with bone blocks attached to a tendon; 

Figs. 15 and 16 are schematic views illustrating an 
alternative ACL reconstruction procedure with a wire suture 
having a loop at its distal end; and 

Figs. 17-21 are schematic views of another alternative 
reconstruction procedure with a cannulated screw and associated 
threaded collet.
